23 with section 25B.2, subsection 3, the state cost of requiring

32 EXPLANATION

33 This bill relates to monitoring the progress of high school

34 students. An addition to Code section 256.7(21)(c) requires

35 school districts to report to the department of education and
a school district™s local community the number of high school
students who enrolled as freshmen who did not earn enough
credits to become sophomores.

According to the bill, if a student is not fulfilling the
requirements of the student®s core curriculum plan, as set out
in Code section 279.61(1), a school guidance counselor or
other school official must provide advisory services to the
student and the student"s parent or guardian that will provide
the student with information about options and programs to
10 assist the student in graduating on time.

11 The bill may include a state mandate as defined in Code
12 section 25B.2. The bill requires that the state cost of any
13 state mandate included in the bill be paid by a school

14 district_from state school foundation aid received by the

15 school district under Code section 257.16. The specification
16 is deemed to constitute state compliance with any state

17 mandate funding=related requirements of Code section 25B.2.
18 The inclusion of this specification is intended to reinstate
19 the requirement of political subdivision to comply with any
20 state mandates included in the bill.
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
